The gaarilinc stations clustered all about us were taking 
mure and more of our lubrication business, which not only 
reduced our revenue in this division of our businens, but 
lowered our number of cxMitacts with the customer, which 
unquestionably was causing a decrease in repair work. The 
95c laundries, brake s|)ccially sho|j« and so*call(xl ignition 
experts were also cutting down our volume. 

We decided that something must be done and after analyz¬ 
ing closely the present day problem of making service 
profitable, we decided to completely reverse our system. 

Our old system provided a large floor space for repair 
work while our service floor space and entrance was always 
congested due to the ever-increasing volume of small service 
jobs. Realizing that we could not get quick service jobs done 
in time to satisfy the customer, we naturally did not attempt 
to sell such jobs as lulirication, car washing, motor tune ups, 
adjustment of steering gear, and many small jobs. ()ur 
lubrication lift was uutdcxaw and some of our equipment out 
of date. No wonder we were losing busiixtss. 

VV'e have always been able to feel the pulse of the public 
and still have confidence in ourselves to be able to keep in 
step with necessary changes. So to that end we have in¬ 
creased our service floor space by erecting a new Iniilding 
and t>(>aring no expense on the installation of MODERN 
EQUIPMENT. Proper equipment is the l>acklx>nc of a 
successful service station. 

The new addition now gives us a service floor space of 
11,559 square feet. The repair shop, where major repairs are 
performed is located in the old building having a Ik^ space 
of 14,953 square feet. 


The new service station was ojicned Octolier 1st, 1931, 
and we mailed out to all Ford Owners in our laical trade 
area, an announcement of the opening. 1793 job* pa-ssed 
through our place of business during the month of October. 
1536 of this numlier were jolis jxjrformed in the new station 
while 257 jobs were routed to the major repair shop. One can 
readily see by this comparison of figures that the service 
facilities must be increased and made efficient so as to handle 
the increase in the different class of service work that we 
have not l>een accustomed to in the {vast. 

4lur car washing facilities have liel{Mal materially, as in 
October there were 72 wash jolis, November 77 and Decem¬ 
ber showed 137. The wash rack is equipped with a hydraulic 
lift and we are now installing a large plate glass on top of the 
baffle wall so as to allow our customers to view the work. We 
have found that customers are very interwted in viewing 
the activity of our service department particularly at lubri¬ 
cation lifts, wash rack and whwl aligner, Reganlless of com¬ 
ments macle by some dealers in the past a* well as by our¬ 
selves, that it is not well to have customers viewing the 
work i«eing done on their cam wc lielieve that such an idea 
is now antiquated. If a service station laesenU the right 
picture it certainly acts as a silent salesman and we know 
this only too well through the comments from our customers. 

The cost of the addition along with new equipment, was 
$53,000.00 but we are not in the least worried but that the 
ex|>erKliture will be profitable. 

We have had very little turnover in our help and attribute 
this to working closely with our men.continuouslyeducating
